Applicant wanted clarification as to what Swoboda was teaching. In addition, applicant asked that the examiner try to 
locate a portion of the actual specification which taught the claimed invention (as opposed to refemng to the claims). 
The examiner tried to clarify that Fig.16 and column 26 showed a relevant portion of the invention, and that when a 
bubble (stall) is detected in the processor, then instead of doing nothing, an access command is jammed in the bubble 
for the processor to execute. It is this access command, that when executed, causes an architectural state value to be 
ascertained. 
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
